Since the end of World War II, Basque sheepherders 
have been immigrating to the United States from Spain to work 
on sheep ranches located primarily in the states of Montana, 
Idaho, and Nevada. Upon arriving in the United States, the 
Basque herdsmen post a $500 bond with the U. S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. Subsequently, the subject causes 
legislation to be introduced to the United States Congress 
granting United States citizenship to select Basque herdsmen. 
Upon passage of the bill, the $500 bond posted is returned to 
the Basque, who in turn gives the money to Senator Mansfield.

In the way of background information, he stated 
that the Insnigration Act of 1917, Section 3, provided for 
no common laborer or unskilled laborer to enter the United 
States unless a definite need had been established and 
then entry into the United States would be permitted only 
with a posted bond. 


Shortly after World War II a number of Spanish 
sheep herdsmen were allowed to enter the United States. 

At that time he was stationed in Walla Walla, Washington, 
and had a number of the immigrants travel through his 
office en route Northern Nevada, Washington State, and 
Idaho. 


The usual method of having the immigrants enter 
the country was for an importer, either a large rancher 
or an association composed of numerous ranchers, to 
establish the need for this particular t 3 rpe of labor and 
then recruit the aliens to work at that particular job. 
The importer then posted a bond of $500 with the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service and thereafter 
withheld $50 per month, or a fixed sum, from the wages 
of the alien until the bond was paid off. To the best 
of his recollection there was no written permission or 
legal reason for the importer to withhold the money from

There were numerous private bills submitted to 
Congress which requested an ajustment in the legal entry 
status of the aliens. The bill would be submitted along 
with the names of those particular immigrants. In order 
for an immigrant’s name t© be included ^ the bill, the 
immigrant signed over to the importer oi5 the association 
his $500 bond.

[ did substantial work for the association, including 
recruiting trips to Spain and submission of bills to 
Congress requesting a change in the immigrant’s status. 

He did not recall ever having made any statement 
regarding Senator MIKE MANSFIELD inasmuch as he had very 
little to do with the aliens in Montana and to the best of 
his recollection. Senator MANSFIELD was never involved in 
any of the cases which he handled.
